INTERNATIONAL NEED, 


The gravity of the decline In 
trade between the Pacifie Const of 
North America and China as ax 
result of the collapse in silver 
values haa been engaging the 
attention of the Chambers of Com. 
merce in the region. A: Pacific 
North-West Economic ‘Silver Con. 
ference was called recently, over 
100 delegates, representing com- 
merce and industry in Alaska, 
British) Columbia... Washington, 
Oreyon, Indho ‘and California, 
attending when rasolulionas arging 
the stubilisation of asitver wore 
pissed. 5 

A stable and adequate monetary 
system in all parts of. the world 
was the plea of the Conference, 
which regarded stabilisation of 
silver on absolutely casential ta 
trade relations between peoples 
and nations of the world. 

It was decided to send a resolu- 
tion to the Congress of the United 
States and the’ Premier of Canada 
urging the utmost despatch in the 
work of the ‘Committees fvesti- 
gating and to investigate the 
causes of the depressed . demand 
and market for silver, and that an 
international monctary conference 
be speedily assembled to, recom- 
mend such action as might appear 
proper ond possible, to stabilise 
silver in the world’s monetary sVs- 
tem. :

AT. CAMBRIDGE. 


SECRET SEANCES BY 
UNDERGRADUATES. 


MESMERIST’S ERROR. 


Cambridge, Mar. 1. 

A wive‘of Interest in hypnotiam 
in passing over Cambridge at pre- 
sent and [s winning fresh recruita 
from among undergraduntes every 
day, 4 

The present cult of hypnosis fu 
Cambridge | appears to have ori- 
inated during the long vacation 
of last.yeur, when a small circle 
of. undergraduates who were 
sponding their vacation at Cam. 
bridge decided to enliven thoir 
otherwise uneventful: lives by 
carrying out some hypnotie ex. 
nerimenta, 

One of Cambridge's smaller 
colleges was the. scence of these 
early experiments. An unider- 
graduate who has been in contact 
with the movement since {ts origin 
stated that these experiments were 
first of all conducted in a light- 
hearted manner, but are now taken 
seriously. “Undergraduates aro 
surprised,” he said, “to ‘realise 
what powers they possess, and 
many of them now practise hyo- 
notism in earnest." 

He added that in his own col- 
lee he could mention the names 
of at least half-a-dozen under. 
graduates who regularly held 
hypnotic sennees. “Ll have reason 
to believe,” he added, “that in 
other colleges the cult is even 
more widespread. It appeals not 
only to the neurotic and highly- 
strung undergraduates, who might 
be expected to dabble in occult 
sciences, but also to normal, 
healthy«minded people who are 
first nttracted out-of a spirit. of 
curiosity.” 

Secret Seances, 

Hypnotism is practised under 
conditions of great secrecy; and 
it is doubtful whether the Univer. 
sity or college authoritics are 
nwaré of what is going on 

“T can well understand,” one 
tutor. said, “what a ‘bad effect 


H hypnotiam would have on certain 


types of young men; but I think 
that the authorities would have 
considerable difficulty in suppres- 
sing: it." 

Some . undergraduates eC 
however, loarnt by bitter experi- 
ence, and have abandoned hypno- 
o experiments of their own [reo 
will, s aes 

Attention has been called to the 
trayvi-ccomic case of an under- 
craduate who consented to be put 
into a trance, in order that his 
mesmerist might try the well- 
known trick of saying, “There is 
nothing wrong with your right 
hand,” and at the. sume time 
hitting it with a red-hot poker. 

Unfortunately the experiment 
wags n failure, as the meamerist hit 
his subject's Jeft hand by mistake 
sand: badly burnt it. ------- 

Danger of Playing with 
Hypnotism. 

Hypnosis is the name given to 
an urtifielal form of sleep in 
which the hypnotised person -be- 
comes more open to accopt sug- 
gestions made by others,’ It is, 
therefore, of great value in certain 
mental disturbances, when the 
doctor has to induce his 
patient to take a more hoalthy 
view of life, ss 

In inexperienced hands, how- 
evar, the process of hypnotising ts 
unquestionably dangerous, | and 
much real horm has been done, 
sometimes by persons who had no 
il-intentions, but were only ox- 
perimenting. Recovery from the 
trunce stage is sometimes slow and 
even incomplete, the experimenter 
having gone much further than he 
had ony intention of doing, ana 
having brought about « condition 
which he has no idea how to treat. 

This is rendered all tho more 
possible by the fact that norma] 
people muke the best subjects for 
hypnosis, and so experimenters 
making use or thelr friends are 
particularly liable to trouble, by 
reason of their success excecding 
thoir oxpoctationa. : 

A person who is frequently hyp- 
notised tends to become more 
open to accapt suggestions made 
to him while he is awake;- hia 
character acquires a suggestibllity 
which may be a real disadvantage 
to him in daily life. For oxam- 
ple, be will find it harder to resist 
temptations to self-indulgence in 
one form or another, unleas such 
a risk has been guarded against 
expertly in the stage of hypnosis. 
Such precautions" ure, naturally | 
onough, not taken by the oxperi- 
montcr who is only trying the 
process for fun or curiosity. 

Potent Weapon. -

AMERICA’S ERROR. 


Manila, Mar. 26. 

In: what many persons called 
the most. daring and honest 
statement on American 
pine relations ever utbered in Lhe 
Islands, Dr. Herbert Adams Gib- 
bons flatly asserted ‘that no 
sensible Filipino can possibly be. 
lieve that the United States 
would or could grant immediate 
independence to these Islands.’ 


Dr. Gibbons, who is lecturer on 
international relations of the ‘War 
College, concluded hit stay in the 
Philippines by “taking off the 
gloves,” and at the meeting of the 
Rotary Club, dealing with the pre- 
sent situation in the light of his 
personal observations here and his 
profound experience as student 
and champion pf nationalist move- 
ments, among ‘4ubject’ peoples. 


Fivo of his utterances were re- 
garded as nothing short of sensae 
tional. 


Promixe Mesningles.. 


“Phe first was the statement that | 


the Filipinos know as well as the 
Americans that the promixe sup- 
posed to be contained in the pre- 
amble of the Jones Liaw is meaning- 
less, “It ix not worth the paper 
it was written on beennse of its 
vontingent character,” declared Dr. 
Gibbons. . 


“Who is nble to say when the 
condition attached to the promise 
js fulfilled? It would have been 
n definite pledge only if a date for 
independence had been set and the 
means by which independence would 
be granted had been set forth.” 


Later Dr, Gibbons stated that 
Amerien made a great miatece in 
pilicy Ly not repealing the Jones 
Law outright in 1921. — .. 


“Stable Government.” 


The second strong statement in 
this utterance was the definition of 
“etnble government.” Based upon 
his extended international exper- 
ience, Dr. Gibbons declared: “No 
government is stable that has not 
proved its unquestioned ability to 
keep on the credit side of the ledger 
in Itsfinances, to be economically 
self-supporting, and above all to 
defend itself against possible ene- 
mies on the. outside by its own 
means.” 


Agitat jon Unique. 


The spenker continucd with the 
third. bold declaration, _ when he 
stated that the present agitation 
for independence is unique: in the 
history of the world in that “it is 
not based upon any grievance and 
that its leaders have absolutely no 
programme for the future.” 


Continuing in this vein he de- 
monstrated that no complaint has 
been brought agninst American rule 
and that the Filipinos actually en- 
joy more liberty than many Amer- 
icans. In this connexion he made 
an‘ epigrammatic distinction which 


has not been brought before ‘the | 


public up to this time. 
Mere Election Cry. 


“Liberty,” he said, ‘ds an ine 
herent right: independence is mere- 
ly a feehnicn! ‘term in international 
law.” * 

Characterizing “immediate inde- 
pendence” ag a mere election cry, 
Dr. Gibbons continued with the 
flat statement that the American 
Congress would not dream of it, 
both for the sake of its own bus- 
iness interest in the Philippines and 
for the anke of the Filipinos them- 
selves. And Dr. Gibbons did not 
hesitate: to put them in that order. 

The greatest sensation of the day 
however, was caused by the alterna- 
tive to Ametican rife which he 
proposed. : 


Japanese Mandate. 


“If the Filipinos want to get rid 
of the American,” he declared, 
“the Japanese succession in the only 
alternative which I sce.” -Predicat- 
ed-upon the statement that. the 
Philippines could not defend them~ 
selves agninst Japan, Dr. Gibbons 
proposed n Jnpancuc mandate, ad- 
ministered under the League of Na- 
tions, as the logical step, if what 
has recently been said by Filipino 
orators about American 
true.”
